Dear  Property  Owner: 

You  have  recently  received  a notice  for  the  above  and  we  wish  to  take  this  opportunity 
to  explain  its  purpose.  The  City  of  Fort  Wayne  is  condemning  the  access  rights  and 
easements  for  ingress  and  egress  to  the  right  of  way  line  for  the  Baer  Field  Expressway 
from  all  abutting  property  owners  in  the  abutting  subdivisions. 

The  first  public  hearing  for  Declaratory  Resolutions  Nos.  1290,  1291  and  1292  will  be 
held  at  3:30  P.M.,  July  16,  1970  in  the  Board  of  Public  Works  office.  Declaratory 
Resolution  No.  1293  is  scheduled  for  a public  hearing  at  3:30  P.M.,  July  23,  1970  in  the 
Board  of  Public  Works  office. 

The  purpose  of  these  condemnation  resolutions  is  to  eliminate  any  future  access  from 
your  property  to  the  Baer  Field  Expressway.  This  is  in  compliance  with  the  Federal 
Bureau  of  Roads  and  the  State  Highway  Department  requirements  and  is  not  a condemnation 
of  additional  property.  These  resolutions  are  a follow  up  on  the  existing  covenants 
attached  to  the  said  subdivisions.  These  covenants  are  restrictive  covenants  for  the 
subdivisions  and  have  already  included  denial  of  the  rights  of  ingress  and  egress  to 
the  Baer  Field  Expressway.  However,  the  covenants  are  subject  to  revision  after  a period 
of  twenty  five  (25)  years  from  the  date  of  recording  of  the  subdivision  and  its  covenants. 
Therefore,  this  condemnation  of  access  rights  is  considered  a mere  formality  to  satisfy 
the  requirements  of  the  Federal  Bureau  of  Roads  and  the  State  Highway  Department. 

All  abutting  property  owners  to  the  Baer  Field  Expressway  will  receive  notices  for  two 
different  public  hearings.  The  first  has  been  mailed  and  the  second  will  be  hand  delivered
